The determination to wait until a

"Several changes are being- made in 


the program of Appleton bigh school

"INVOLVED" 


The so-called nationalist policy of isola- 


tion is not to control in the Harding ad- 
ministration. After a presidential cam- 
paign in which isolation was pledged 
•gsib. «nd again and in which non-involve- 
ment of the United States in European af- 
feirs TFSS the outstanding battlecry of the 
Republicans, we now find the president 
picking tip as best he can 'the threads of 
political relationship with the allies that 
Mr- [Wilson sought to preserve and devel- 
op as the results of the war dictated. 


The United States is to send a personal 


representatryg of the president to attend 
future meetings of the allied supreme 
council, and the United States is to have 
unofficial representation on the repara- 
tions commission and at the conference of 
ambassadors. Again the senate was not 
consulted in this further and highly signi- 
ficant expansion of foreign policy. The 
president and his secretary of stats ap- 
pear to have decided to go as far in the 
working out of peace problems jointly with 
the allies as circumstances will permit. 
"What would be officially authorized if we 
were a party,to the Versailles treaty is to 
be handled unofficially. 


The incident is another fact which 


shows that the administration is beginning 
to realize that the United States, when it 
associated itself in war with the allies for 
the preservation of democracy and civili- 
zation, bound itself up inextricably with 
the peace and politics of Europe. "What 
seemed easy in the absence of responsibili- 
ty to denounce 'as an unwarranted and 
dangerous transgression of the alleged 
Washington policy of non-entanglement 
in the affairs of Europe, now becomes in 
the face of responsibility an entirely dif- 
ferent matter. The administration finds 
that this cormtry. must recognize cer- 
tain mescapable 
obligations 
to the 


allies in the solution of peace prob- 
lems, even though to do so does involve 
us in the political affairs of Europe. It 
finds that reconstruction of Europe, which 
is vital to the interests of the United 
States, cannot proceed without the solu- 
tion of political problems in which the 
voice and influence of this country are vi- 
tally essential. ' 


The administration is right. The senate. 


or that portion of it which has been de- 
manding isolation at any price, is wrong 
and will continue to be wrong. To the 
extent that President Harding lent an ear 
and apparent sympathy to this group he 
was wrong, as events are now both proof 
and admission. 
But the president was 


then seeking office. He was in the hands 
of his party and the party had to resort 
to any means possible to discredit the Wil- 
son administration. All of the talk about 
national exclusivencss. and there were vol- 
umes and volumes of it in the campaign, 
becomes in the fullness of lime mere 
words. Even indulgences by the presi- 
dential nominee and later the president- 
elect have to be forgotten. Many of them 
will not look well in print hereafter. 


"When President Wilson sought to have 


the country represented on the repara- 
tions commission the senate turned him 
down. What Mr. Wilson sought to do of- 
ficially, Mr. Harding now does unofficial- 
ly arid pays no attention to the senate. He 
docs the same with regard to representa- 
tion at meetings of the allied supreme 
council.

"It isn't so much money that is wanted 


as leadership." comments 'the Passaic, (N. 
J.) Daily News in regard to its civic af- 
fairs. "Leadership would soon tear down 
the ancient county jail, would soon co- 
ordinate all the influences working for 
good, would soon install efficiency in office, 
would provide all public works and insti- 
tutions vital- to the public welfare."' 


Passaie is not the only town in the coun- 


try where leadership is the thing that is 
ne'eded. Nor is it the only town where 
competent leadership would "soon coor- 
dinate all the' influences working for 
good." During the war there were plen- 
ty of forces willing to work for conser- 
vation, but it took the leadership of a 
Hoover to round them into a marvellous- 
ly successful army of conservers. 
" Why is it that good leaders are so 
scarce*? They always have been, of course, 
since the beginning of the world. But' 
they are perhaps a little harder to find to- 
day because there is so little self-disci- 
pline. "Who would command must first 
learn to obey" is an axiom. "He that 
ruleth his spirit is better than he that tak- 
eth a city.''' A man must first learn the 
art and science of self-control, become 
wholly master of himself. When to this 
power is added the vision of public ser- 
vice, a leader is made. Without these two 
qualifications there can be no leadership 
worthv the name.

To those 
captious critics of modern 


methods of feeding and taking care of ba- 
bies who say the good old ways were best. 
there is one fact in answer. Thirty years 
ago. one baby in every four born in New 
York City died before it was a year old. 
Last year it was one in about 11. "The 
measure of efficiency of health agencies 
and doctors and nurses." says Dr. Royal 
Copelaud, metropolitan health officer, "is 
their ability to protect the babies against 
disease and disaster." 


Evidently 'their measure is pressed 


down and running over, since they have 
been able to reduce the infant mortality 
so much. They are saving two-thirds of 
the babies who under the circumstances of 
30 years ago would have been doomed to 
die. 
But until the rate drops to some- 


thing like three or four in every 'thousand 
instead of 85. they still have a long way 
to go.

Summer is coming, with its difficulty of 


keeping babies cool and properly fed. It 
is time for every city, town and coun- 
try community to take stock of its pub- 
lic health measures. How many babies 
died last year? How many can be saved 
this summer?

to be less civilized. The ideal of the 
mandate is that the civilized nations, 
instead of exploiting 
the' backward 


ones, each as it can, should caW for 
them tenderly and be responsible to 
the whole world for the results. 


In practice, a mandate is permis- 


sion, given by the powers which won 
the late war to one of those powers, 
to supervise the affairs of some back- 
ward country. 
The mandatory na- 


tion enjoys certain advantages in 
that territory, but it also has certain 
responsibilities to the league of na- 
tions, which, if enforced, would raise 
the development of backward coun- 
tries to a higher level both from the 
economic and the humanitarian point 
of view. 
Of course, in this matter,, 


everything really depends upon what 
tb« council of the league wants to do 
and is able to do. 


The mandate aJso seeks to keep one j 


nation from exploiting exclusively a 
backward territory, and to give the 
other members of the league certain 
rights in it. But it does not- do as 
much for the nations which are not 
members of the .league. And that is 
the chief interest of the mandate for 
the United Stats. By reason of our 
failure to join the league, we have not,_ 
in the opinion of the members of the" 
league, the same rights in mandatory 
territory that tbsy have, although we 
bore a full share in the war. 


The Three Kinds 


The council of the league of nations 


acknowledges three 
chief kinds of 


mandates. 
The A class mandates 


cover former Turkish possessions in- 
cluding Mesopotamia. 
The B class 


mandates cover, islands of the Pacific, 
south of the Equator, and the C class 
mandates cover islands in the Pacific, 
north of the Equator. The Palestine 
mandate is in a sense a fourth kind. 
it is often said .'that A, in manda- 


tory language, stands for oil, and C 
stands for cables., In the administra- 
tion of the B class mandate, there- 
fore, if anywhere! we will see exem- 
plified that high 'international altru- 
ism which is supposed to be the mo- 
tive of the mandate. 


According to the. terms of this man- 


date, Samoa is to Ibe administered by 
New Zealand; Nauru (Pleasant Island), 
in the Pacific Ocean, a short distance 
south of the Equator, by Great Bri- 
tain; German Southwest Africa, by 
the Union of South Africa; and for- 
mer German possessions in the Pa- 
cific south of the Equator (other than 
Samoa and Nauru), by Australia. 


These mandates of class B, pro- 


vide for the promotion and material 
well-being of the 
territories under 


mandatory 
power. 
They 
prohibit 


slave traffic and forced labor in these 
territories except 
for the essential 


public works for which adequate re- 
muneration is paid. These mandates 
do not affect thd individual ownership 
of land in the territories under man- 
datory rule. 
The taxes and general 


policy are more or less affected -by 
such a change of government. In ac- 
cordance with the Treaty of Versailles 
all of the former German possessions 
will be so affected. 


Mandates prohibit traffic in arms and 


ammunition between the natives of 


the mandatory Urritorie* and other 
countrtw. Intoxicant* for the natives 
are prohibited and military training 
of the natives forbiddsn except for 
police and local defense forces neces- 
sary to keep peace. On the other 
hand, the power holding the manda- 
tory right ia not allowed to build mili- 
tary or naval bases or to establish any 
fortifications in the territory under 
Its authority. 


The free exercise of an forms of 


religious worship ia allowed, and mis- 
sionaries, nationals of staten. mem- 
bers of the league of nations, shall be 
permitted to travel and reside in the 
territories and follow their callings. 
Provisions are mate for educational 
freedom and advancement, also, _, 


Positton of Associated Powers 


Mandatories/are required, to report 


to th« league of nations annually on 
the territory under mandatory .rule 
and the measures taken to1 carry out 
their obligations in accordance with 
the above rulings. 


The consent of the council of the 


league of nations is required to make 
any modification of the terms of a 
mandate. 
This declaration is deposited in the 


archives of the league, of nations and 
copies forwarded to all tha powers 
signatory to the treaty of peace with 
Germany. 
It is to be noted that 


'members of the league of nations," 
are granted special 
privileges, ac- 


cording to the terms of such man- 
dates as the above, but associate pow- 
ers are not necessarily included in 
these privileges on mandatory terri- 
tories. The United States is, of 
course, an associated power, having 
never joined the league of nations or 
signed the peace treaty. 


It is upon just this exclusion of our 


government from 
a voice in these 


matters and above-mentioned pri- 
vileges granted to 
league of nations, 


members 
that the 


of the 
United 


States Government protests. This ex- 
clusion is carefully elated in the Meso- 
potamia, Palestine, and Tap mandate 
drafts, aa well as in the B mandates, 
dtes. 
In a note to the Secretary of State 


(then Bainbridge Colby) the president 
of the council of the league of nations 
(Gastao da Cunha) says; 


"The most fundamental contention 


brought forward 
by the American 


note is that the 'approval of the Unit- 
ed States of America is essential to 
the validity of any 
determination 


which may be reached' respecting the 
mandates which have been, or may 
be submitted to the judgment of the 
council. 


"The United States was one of the 


leading actors both in the war and in 
the 
negotiations 
for 
peace. 
The 


rights whteh it acquired are not like- 
ly to be challenged in any quarter. 
But the American Government will 
itself recognize that the situation is 
complcated by the fact that the Unit- 
ed States, for reasons which the coun- 
cil would be the last to question, has 
so far abstained from ratifying the 
peace treaty, and. has not taken her 
aeat on the council of the league of 
nations." 


In Mandate A, the British govern- 


ment proposes 
definitely that "Na- 


tionals of any country not a member 
of the league 
of nations 
have no 
rights whatever in Mesopotamia." 
This has been interpreted generally as 
a partial reply to the unanswered 
note of Former Secretary Colby that 
t'he United States should share in the 
spoils of war so far as they relate to 
oil. This has also been construed as 
another effort to force our govtern- 
ment to enter the league, as the draft 
emphasizes that only members will be 
given rights and such members will 
have almost unrestricted trade and 
opportunities to develop the natural 
resources of Mesopotamia, The other 
terms of the Mesopotamia, or Near 
East mandate, are similar in effect to 
those of the B mandate already quot- 
ed. 
Because of the hot discussions 


over the A mandates the former Turk- 
ish, possessions, the council has post- 
poned its decision as to the final form 
of this until the next session, which 
will take place either in May or June 
The B mandate will also be definitely 
settled at that time.

Cook and Brown Fleet Remove 


Coal Cargo and Tows Tug 


and Barge to Safety. 


After continuous effort since Friday 


afternoon, the tug Marston and barge 
No. 8, of the Cook and Brown Lime 
company, were towed to safety Sun- 
day and will be taken back to Oshkosh 
for repairs. 


An empty barge was floated toward 


the dam by means of a windlass Satur- 
day and the coal on the sunken barge 
was reloaded. This boat was pulled 
back to the river channel by the wind- 
lass. The tug then was pumped out 
and floated. Other boats of the Cook 
and Brown fleet pulled it away from 
its precarious position against the 
gates of the dam. The fleet then got 
at the task of pulling the sunken 
barke to safety and succeeded in this 
Sunday night. 


Tere was doubt that the boats could 


be saved following the accident which 
nearly plunged them over the crest 
of the dam, because of the high water 
and powerful current. The task was 
made easier because the tug happened 
to rest against the river bank where 
workmen could get at it. By unload- 
ing the barfre it also was possible to 
float it sufficiently to drag the craft 
to safe moorings. 


It is said that the coal cargo amount- 


ed to 365 tons. Part of this was lost 
in places where the water washed over 
the deck, and where it flowed over the 
deeply sunken end.
